Part 2 


Lubrication 


What about lubrication? One com- 
paratively recent introduction has 
helped. Instead of using oil, you can 
substitute ‘a. petroleum distillate 
spray, which lubricates, throws off 
water, and is clean — -it doesn’t 
attract dirt and grit. Usé it on 
chains, moving. parts of derailleur 
gears, brakes, freewheels — in fact 
anywhere where you ‘would: nor- 
mally use oil instead of grease. ; 

Pay particular attention to your 
chain, Before you use:a new bicycle, 
wipe off the manufacturer’s grease 
and start your lubrication from 
scratch, using the spray or a 
medium oil, link by link. 

Too much lubrication, and dirt is 
attracted, leaving gooey deposits on 
the freewheel sprockets and derail- 
leur gear jockey wheels. Too little 
lubrication, and /the, chain will 
develop ‘stiff links, not runnirig 
smoothly and ‘jumping’ under pres- 
sure, 

Lubricate cables with oil or pet- 
roleum distillate spray. Most mov- 
ing’ parts will also appreciate it 
wherever there is friction, 

The exceptions are places where 
there are ball bearings, such: as the 
bottom bracket, hubs, ‘pedal spin- 
dies, and headsets., These need 
packing with grease — oil them and 
the existing grease is only diluted 
and made less effective. This grease 
is available from cycle shops.
